nouncement was made that the 
crew on the 3,600-foot level, all 
members of which are Argonaut 
miners, had won the $5,000 
bonus offered by the mine of- 
ficials to the first crew to break 
into the Argonaut. 


Jackson, Calif. — The open- 


ing connecting the Kennedy 
mine at the Argonaut workings, 
where 47 
men have been en- 


tombed 22 days has been en- 
larged to the full size necessary 
for 
the passage of the rescue 


crews it was annc§Uced of- 
ficially at 6:45_ Monday morn- 
ing. 


The great force of the draft blowing 


from the Kennedy into the Argonaut 
mine indicates that there is no cave 
in on the 4,200 foot level of the Argon- 
aut, rescue officials declared. 


Crews of men were holding the ven 


tilating doors on the 3,600-foot-level 
of the Kennedy closed in order that 
the draft does not rekindle the fire 
in the Argonaut. 


FIRE DECREASES 


The fire in the Argonaut mine has 


decreased since the opening of the 
draft between the Kennedy and Ar- 
gonaut shafts, according to an official 
report issued at 8 a. m. by Dr. TDus- 
chak, consulting chemical engineer of 
the California state industrial accident 
commission. 


"The carbon monoxide gas has de- 


creased very materially so that the 
test canary bird is only slightly af- 
fected," Dr. Duschak said. 'The vol- 
ume of air coming out of the Muldoon 
shaft of the Argonaut has increased 
about four times over the volume that 
•was coming out before the 3,600 foot 
Kennedy level was broken through in- 
to ths 4,200-foot Argonaut level." 


U. S. ON JOB 


When word was received Monday 


that after three weeks of constant 
struggle the rescue workers on the 
3,600-foot-level of the Kennedy mine 
had broken into the Argonaut mine 
where 47 of their co-workers have 
been imprisoned, Byron O. Pickard,_ 
engineer of the United States bureau 
of mines, took charge of the work. 


The first team 
ready 
to crawl 


through the 
opening made 
in the 


Argonaut was headed by R. B. Hecoac 
of the United States bureau of mines. 
This team was to be followed imme- 
diately by a team captained by R. J. 
Duncan. 


These two teams constituted what 


was designated as group A. 


Group B, comprising two teams 


headed by A. J. Martin and B. F. 
McDonald, respectively were on the 
3,600 feet level shaft station and re- 
lieved group A. teams after two hours. 


BIRDS AID FIGHT

Each captain carried a cage containing 
a canary bird and burning candles IB 
order to detect the presence of carbon 
dioxide or carbon monoxide, the two 
deadly mine gases. 


Each company carried full equip- 


ment for resuscitation together with 
spirits of ammonia for revival of heart 
action and one wire net stretcher. 


Engineer Pickard said at least 24 


hours would be required before the 
first body or rescued miner could be 
brought to the surface. Several days, 
he asserted when he descended into 
the mine, may be required for explora- 
tion work before any bodies or men 
are found.

ber elections and before the regular 
session 
begins 
would 
enable 
the 


house to dispose of 
the 
merchant 


marine measure by means of a special 
rule.

December. 
Ordinarily the 
senate 


marks time during the first few 
weeks of December waiting for the 
house to originate and pass appropri- 
ation bills. Mr. Harding gave notice

journed a special session would be 
called. 


HARDING NOT INSISTENT

BEST FOR THE SICK Ll'NG 


The most valuable, and unfortunately the ver; 


last lesson the tuberculosis subject learns is tha 
rest heals the sick lung. 
It is sad to contemplate 


the great number of victims of the disease 
who 


feel they know more 
instinctively or intuitivcb 


than a doctor 
knows i.nd who indulge- 
in 
da 


walks, deep breathing or other exercise "to keep 
up strength" when they should be enjoying the ad 
vantage of absolute rest. 
So far as insuring re 


covery 
is 
concerned. TB patients are largely 


grouped in two categories: Those who refuse to 
take the doctor's opinion that they've got it, anc 
victims who finally admit that maybe the doctot 
was right and then proceed to experiment on theii 
own. 
The mistaken man and his friends have 


not yet learned that tuberculosis is the most cur 
able serious chronic disease— if managed intel 
ligently. 


It has long been the practice in hospitals anc 


sanatoriums to teach patients with tuberculosi.3 to 
control cough; that is. not merely to muzzle nose 
and mouth while coughing, but to resist and sup 
press the desire to cough. -Much of the coughing 
of persons ill of this, as of other lung and bron 
dual diseases, is unnecessary, unproductive anc 
evfii harmful to the patient. 
Coughing often be 


comes 
a bad habit, and it is surprising they can 


control the impulse to cough after a little prac 
ticc and how much more comfortable they arc 
when they do avoid needless coughing. 
Of course 


this does not apply to all chest troubles, nor even 
to all cases of pullmonary tuberculosis, for in 
some circumstances vigorous coughing is not only 
necessary but highly beneficial to the condition of 
tht? chest. 


Dr. S. Adolphus Knopf, famous as an ' authority 


on tuberculosis, proposes to the medical 
profes- 


sion a novel idea, what he terms a. physiological 
adjuvant in the rest cure of pulmonary tuberculo- 
sis, namely that the patient breathe much more 
slowly than the usual rate of respiration'and with 
the lower chest and diaphram only. He made the 
first experiments on himself and was able to re- 
duce his own breathing to eight, six and some- 
times only five inspirations a minute without dis- 
comfort, in place of the usual 15 to 20 inspirations 
a minute. -Then he suggested it to somo of his 
patients, 
who readily 
reduced 
their respiration 


from 20 or 30 a minute to 10 or eight a minute, 
for periods of half an hour at a time, several 
times a day, without discomfort or harm 
of 
any 


kind and, as several of. them declared, with appre- 
ciable benefit. 


"Evercy student of tuberculosis knows," 
writes 


Dr. Knopf, "that if we could put every case of 
ar!y tuberculosis at complete rest and also limit, 
as much as possible, the movements 
of the 
in- 


volved area, we would have fewer advanced cases. 
In my early career T taught respiratory exercises 
as a prophylactic measure in tuberculosis and I 
pull do so; but as a curative means, I feel 
more 


than over that anything which will put the in- 
flamed lung at rest, if even only at comparative 
rest, 
is 
the 
ideal treatment in the majority of 


s="s. 
When in addition to restricted respiratory 


movements 
the 
patienr 
trains himself to cough 


only when the accumulation of pulmonary or bron- 
chial secretions demand it, he will be doubly bene- 
fited."

Religious Education 


By DR. SAMUEL PLANTZ 
President of Lawrence College 


The ordinance passed by congress 


in 1787 establishing "The Territory 
Northwest of the Ohio River," stated 
that "Religion, morality, and knowl- 
edge being essential .to good govern- 
ment and the happiness of mankind" 
were "forever" to be encouraged. At 
that time public schools were opened 
with prayer and^the pupils were 
catechised by the teachers on the 
principles of the Christian religion. 
All the higher institutions of learn- 
ing also were reared on Christian 
foundations, 
The educational system 


of the country was permeated with a 
religious impulse and had as one of 
its objects -the development of Chris- 
tian character. 
, 


With the church gradually ceasing 


to be the dominant force in modern 
social life through tho progressive 
secularization of the thought and feel- 
ing of Western civilization an inner 
transformation took place in our ed- 
ucational system. The subjects of in- 
struction came to consist largely of 
:he secular arts and sciences, and r"e- 
igious teaching dropped out of the 
curriculum. This was hastened by the 
difersnces 
between 
religious sects, 


and the misconception that separation 
of church and state meant the separ- 
ation of the state from Christianity 
The religious instruction of the youth 
was turned over to the home and the 
church. 


BECOME "ILLITERATES" 


We are now awaking to see that 


he great majority of American homes 
jive the youth no religious instruction, 
and that the church is only reaching, 
and that in an inadequate way. a 
comparatively small per cent of the 
people. Out of 20,350,000 youth in the 
Jnited States between the ages of 
twelve and twenty less than 5,500,000 
ire in Sunday Schools. It has been 
truly said we are fast "becoming a 
lation of religious illiterates." The re- 
sult Is seen *n the weakening of the 
public conscience and the increasing 
secularization of modern life. 


To check this decline the movement 


'or week day religious instruction of 
children whose parents elect to give 
hem such training has been developed, 
nd is winning great favor in all 
mrts of the country. 
Children are 


excused one, two or three hours a 


week from the public schools and are 
assembled in chosen places where they 
are given, by competent teachers, re- 
ligious training. This work is based 
on the following principles and con- 
victions: 


HAVE CHRISTIAN IDEALS 


1. The United States is a Christian 


nation, founded in Christian convic- 
tions, and permeated with the spirit 
and ideals of the Christian faith. WMlc 
we have no legal religion, Christianity 
is prominent in our civil and politi 
cal history, and has determined the 
type" of our institutions and the char 
actcr of our natural life. 
Webster 


said "Christianity is the law of the 
land." Story said it lies at the founda- 
tion of the common law, and Judgp 
Strong of the United States Supremo 
Court sai.l "The laws and institution* 
of the states are built on the founda- 
tion of the reverence for Christianity." 


2. Religious convictions and mo- 


tives ,are essential to the prosperity 
of a democracy. Bryce has warned us 
that if history teaches anything it 
teaches that religion is necessary to 
•welfare of a nation. 
A free -peopltf, 


with great numbers of its citizens 
without 
cultural 
advantages, 
can 


scarcely be controlled without religious 
convictions and restraints. 


MORALS LAGGING 


3. In America moral progress has 


not kept pace with economic and intel- 
lectual development. There is nothing 
that our country needs so much as 
an ethical awakening, and this can 
only come through a training of the 
youth in the principles of Christian 
ethics. 


4. It is becoming more and more 


evident that our social and industrial 
problems are fundamentally ethical 
problems, and they will only find their 
solution when the tone of our public 
life, the quality of our statesmanship 
and the ideals of our nation have been 
lifted closer to the ethical standards 
Of Christianity. 


Through the Christian day-school 


it is -"believed the rising generation - 
will receive a training in reverence 
for truth, temperance, self control, 
patriotism, integrity, justice, obedience 
to law which will result in a finer typp 
of citizenship and a worthier type of 
social life.

«iport of fishing is his, if he plays the 
game square and gives the fish half 
a chance for life and he will do well 
to follow carefully this story. 
The 


beginner 
will find it valuable, 
and 


even the old timer, who has played 
them in all waters, will find it brings 
back memories of pleasant days. 


Be sure the fish is well hookeJ be- 


fore you begin estimating his weight 
or picture him mounted. 
You don't 


have to haul back the rod to set the 
hooks firmly in the cartilage of tbe 
mouth. 
A slight sharp jerk 
back- 


ward of the wrist will do the work. 
It's a ten to one shot that the min- 
ute the hook digs into the flesh the 
fish will deride to run away from it 
and swim for other waters.
